of meetings which closed March 3. Our students were 
Gelighted with him not only as a preacher but also 
aS a mane I think he was more popular with the 
students as a whole, than any man we have had with 
us and we have had some of the leading men of our 
church in these meetings, for example, Drs. 
Machbennan and Littell of Philadelphia and Dr. Hawes 
of Harrisburg. 


We are indeed glad to have you and your church co- 
operating with us in carrying forward the work among 
the mountain people who are so near a kin to us who 

are of Scotch-Irish ancestry. They have a back- 

ground of ancestry and while their isolation has pre- 
vented their having the advantage of our American 
civilization and they have carried their Calvinism 

to Patalism, they have not deteriorated in body and 
mind. I fully believe with President Woodrow Wilson 
that God has kept these people pocketed in the hills 
for a special purpose. I further believe that if 

they can be given the opportunity of education that they 
will make a great contribution to Christianity as it is 
taught by the doctrines of the Presbyterian Church 

and also to what is best in American Citizenship. 

We have been among them almost twenty-eight years, 

a long enough period to see the @ffects of Christian 
Education among them. While this Institution has 

been crippled always for lack of funds, yet in
